The body 
was lying on the floor and those in the 
place said that the man had gone to 
bed and rolled out upon the floor in a 
stupor. It took Dr. I.emmonnier about 
two minutes to decide that the man 
had died from a genuine ca.se of 
yellow fever, and a subsequent 
autopsy confirmed the doctor's hasty 
diagnosis. The body w-us iinincdiatcly 
buried. Later on during the day the 
coroner was called to view the Ixidy of 
Antonio Barrone. The coroner at onco 
diagnosed the case as also one of yel- 
low fever. Both of these ca.ses had 
Ixen absolutely concealed from tlie au- 
tlioritics and had diyd without a doctor 
Wing called in to give relief. The first 
case of yellow fever at Baton Rouge, 
the eapitql of the state, was reported 
Monday.

Washinoto.v, Oet. 19. — Tlie United 
States supreme court .Monday rendered 
an opinion against the railroad com- 
pany in the case of tlie Soutliern I’acific 
Railroad company vs. the United StaU-s 
brought here from tlie circuit court 
for the nintli circuit. Tlic case in- 
volved about 700,000 acres of land in 
southern California and grew out of 
tho fact that the forfeited land grant 
of the Atlantic I’acific Rail- 

roatl company was overlapped to 
some extent by lands claimed 
under government grant by tlic South- 
ern I’aclfie. The .\tluntic and I’acifio 
Railroad Co., originally claimed tho 
lands in controversy and its original 
maps of location along tlic lino of these 
lands were accepted liy the land ofiico 
but congress declared the lands for- 
feited and thereupon tlie Soutlr- 
orn I’aciftc, whose grunt overlapped 
that of the Atlantic and I’uciflc tlicrc- 
upou set up title to the lands. The 
eircuit court, however, decided against 
tlic Southern I’ueifio and tlie supreme 
court Monday attiniied that decision 
so far us eoncerns tlic railway company 
but remanded to tlie lower court for 
decision tlic eases of about 200 persons 
who hud purelinsed part of tlie lands 
from the railroad comiiany. 

'The supreme court .Monday advanced 
the argument of the Durrant murder 
case, brought here from Sun Francisco 
and set it for hearing November 1.5.

THREE MEN KILLED 

By th« Kxplontoii of a llollf r of the Stewmer 
C*. II. Fur«'fl*, Near rUlHhurgh, I*h. 

Charif.roi, I’u., Oct 19. — .Monday 
night, by the explosion of the Ixiilcr of 
tile steamer G. B. Forec, owned hy the 
Tittsburgh I’lute GlassCo., tlie cajitain, 
James Ryan, and the ccxik, Wm. I’at- 
terson, were instantly killed. Tlie 
l)(xiy of Patterson was found late Mon- 
day night (100 yards across the river 
deeply buried in the sand and terribly 
mutilated.

ture for the current year. Tho iin- 
iiiial rate for the inland mail serviee in 
the year just closed was 849,802,074, and 
for foreign mail service 81,791,170, after 
deducting 8i.’>8,029 for intermediury 
service to foreign countries. 

Last year tliere was only one pneii- 
inutie iKistal tube In oiK-rutioii in the 
country, that in i’hiludelphia. Since 
then four more coiitruets have la-en 
executed in I’hiladelphia, New York, 
Boston and between New York and 
Brooklyn. 

Coneerning this new iKistal feature 
tlen. .Shallenherger reports: “It is quite 
possible to carry second, third ami 
fourth ela.ss imittcT as well as first, 
when It can be maile profitahle.

Hamyax, N. ,S., Oct. 18.- -Iliiitorio 
Windsor, one of the most beautiful 
town.* in the province, was devoatnled 
by fire Sunday morning. For six 
hours, beginning shortly before 8 a.m., 
tho fire, funned by a violent northwe.st 
gale, raged so fiercely that the lo- 
cal fire department was absolutely 
helpless to cope with it and within 
half an hour after is discovery tho 
mayor began to call for outside assist- 
anee. Long before noon the town hud 
been eaten up almost completely, the 
area covered by the flames being 
nearly a. mile square, and of tho 
four hundred or more buildings that 
occupy the section, barely half a dozen 
■ocorched structures remain. Among 
the buildings that escaped are the 
Windsor cotton factory. King's college, 
the Anglican church, the Kdgehill 
School for Uirls and the Buffrin hotel. 

The total loss is estimated roughly 
ut 83,0011,990. While a number of tho 
beuviost losers are partially insured and 
some of them pretty well covered, tho 
total Insurance is cnieulated to be not 
more than half a million.
